Mauritius, a town 
Mmllarly situated at the base of bigh hills, with 
every similar convenlence for good drainace, 
and having an equally bad state of things but 
certalnly not wotne, has suffered most severely 
from epidemics, though once ic was a renowned 
santtdrlum, I was tn the Colonlal service there 
ia the fever epidemic of 1867 and 1868, and I 
alncerely hope I may never see such another, 
the death-sate at one time exceeding 600 people 
dally. Lef the rains fall short, or the monsoons 
cease to blow here for atime and Honghong 
would ba the scene of a stmilar catastrophe. 
That condition of things occured. in 
Mauritlus, and {t {s not impossible ft may

HOW TO SOLVE THE LABOUR 
DIFFICULTY. 
To tmx Forron of tHe | Howckowa TacranarK.” 

Sin,—W hile pondering over Hongkong's pre- 
sent predicament and the rutn in which we are all 
belng steadily engulfed owing to the exodus of 
“Chinese labourers from the colony, It occurred 
to me that no-better time could be chosen than 
the present, for teaching the Chinese a salutary 
lesson, one they would not readily forget 
and which would touch them in thelr 
tenderest polnt—thelr pockets; In short, prove 
to them that we are absolutely Independent, of 
them and can ‘run! this British colony without a. 
single Chinaman, It Is monstrous that we 
should be at the mercy of servants and coolles 
who promptly avall themselves of every possible 
opportunity to “'syaeezo" and Impose on us, In 
a late Telegraph 1 read that several house- 
hotdera have hadto double the wages of thelr 
servants owlng to the present real or pretended 
scare ; ‘the Talkoo Sugar Refinery has had to 
pay $3 per head extra to its coolles to prevent 
them ‘leaving es exasse, and scores of other 
Instances might be clted {lustratIng how com- 
pletely this colony bas been at the mercy of 
Chinese labour. Now, it has struck me that a 
slmple remedy Ie at hand ; anybow the ease with 
which It might be applied should carn for it the 
consideration of those most Interested, It is the 
whol introduction. of Japanese or Indlan 
labour; the latter for preference, for we have 
already a large Indian population who 
cause no trouble and thelr presence bere would 
give an assurance to the new-comers that by 
steady’ behaviour a (to them) decent competency 
might be earned ina few years. Mataheds for 
thelr temporary accommodation and for {mmigra- 
tlon depSts' could easily he run up at Causeway 
Bay; and there they could also have thele bazaars, 
forming, In M Indian colony. At first 

here might p br, n—b rn 
them and the Chinese, but if the present Govern 
ment {Is not strong enough to malotain order on 
the fsland, then by all means let ft retire in favor 
ofa Milltary Government which at least would 
not allow the Chinese to“ boss" the colony as 
they have bithe to undoubtedly done.
